GEORGE WALKER 


We are honored to pay tribute to one of New Jersey's best kept secrets— 
classical composer George Walker. Over the past fifty years he has created 
masterpieces that are just beginning to receive their long overdue recognition. 
The article that follows chronicles the career of this illustrious composer. 


For the past 22 years, George P Т 
Walker has resided in New 
Jersey. Іп 1969 һе wasappointed | --

He brought with him to New a 

Jersey an international reputa- | 
tion both as concert pianistand | 
conductor. Born and initially | 
trained in his native Washing- 
ton, he was the first African - - 
American to graduate from the Curtis Institute of Music in Philadelphia. 
His work in piano and chamber music was coached by the most 
outstanding musicians of the period (Rudolph Serkin, William Primrose, 
Gregor Piatigorsky, as examples), all of whom remembered him in 
later years with respect and admiration. 

By the time he had completed his education, his keyboard career 
was well established in the United States and Europe, but few knew 
his compositions until recordings and publications began to flow by the 
early 1970s. "You're a composer!", exclaimed Nadia Boulanger on 
reviewing one of his first songs during his Paris residency in the 1950s. 
But it was 20 years later before he submitted his music for publication. 

These early works are ardently lyric (a word that appears in more 
than one of his published titles) yet exhibit a creative approach as 
well to structure. Subtle humor, occasionally evidenced, does not 
obscure the inner intensity or integrity of his creativity. He has stated 
“I'm not interested in repeating the success of others.” Nor, one might 
add, his own. 

That terse credo betrays his profound honesty as a true artist,one 
who must always be fresh, who writes because there is something 


new to say. A comprehensive description of his style is perhaps 
impossible, as each work evidences a new approach to creativity, and 
four decades of composition have covered a broad evolutionary range. 

Fidelity to his heritage is not generally overt but is strongly present 
within the deeper structures of his music. Only a few listeners will note 
without prompting that the slow movement of his piano concerto is 
more than a nominal tribute to Duke Ellington, his fellow 
Washingtonian, whose death took place while the work was in progress. 
Dr. Walker's relationship to Black America is often more subtle and 
idealized in providing a definition than in following one. Traces of 
traditional tunes within the textures of several pieces are not suggested 
to satisfy this alliance. 

His dedication to originality was apparent in his student days, when, 
“although everybody was flocking to study with Hindemith at Yale,” 
Walker sought his own paths. In fact, it would be difficult to name 
any single individual who mentored his young creative spirit or served 
as the major model. Dr. Walker's broad knowledge of the literature 
(current, historical, and traditional), and his evaluative perceptions offer 
a vista of the broadest horizons, but do not necessarily serve as 
a reservoir. 

His commissions have come from the New York Philharmonic 
Orchestra, the Morgan State University Choir, the National Endowment 
for the Arts, the Atlanta Symphony Orchestra, pianist Natalie Hinderas 
and the Cleveland Orchestra, among many others. His piano sonatas, 
in the repertoire of many concert artists, have served as dissertation 
topics to graduate students at New York University, the University of 
Southern Mississippi, the Juilliard School of Music, and the Peabody 
Conservatory, all of which is only symptomatic of the substance of 
his work.

LADYSMITH BLACK MAMBAZO 


Much of the music we hear today by Ladysmith Black Mambazo, with its rich har- 
monies and heart-wrenching lyrics was actually born deep within the mines of South 
Africa through a traditional style of music they call "isicathamiya." 

South African mine workers, offen sent far from family and friends to the bowels 
of the earth to uncover diamonds, found solace in creating songs accompanied by 
dance. Today, Ladysmith Black Mambazo delivers the true diamonds of the mine workers 
to us with isicathamiya and their very presence. 

Founder Joseph Shabalala and his group's latest release Two Worlds, One Heart 
features collaborations with The Winans and an experiment in Zulu-funk/rap with 
George Clinton. 

Their song "Rain Rain" is the soundtrack to the award-winning commercial for 
7-UP. The group's appearance in Michael Jackson's Moonwalker video and soundtrack 
performance in the Paramount film Coming To America, have made them an ongoing 
presence in contemporary culture and familar faces and voices in the United States.

HAKI R. MADHUBUTI 


Haki R. Madhubuti a.k.a. Don L. Lee is editor of Third World Press and director 
of the Institute of Positive Education in Chicago. He has been a poet in residence 
at Cornell University, University of lllinois— Circle Campus, Howard University, and 
KA State University. He is one of the best-selling Орг of poetry and nonfiction 
in the wor! 

With his latest book Black Men: Obsolete, Single, Dangerous? The Afrikan American 
Family in Transition, he brings his list of published works to 16. In this book, Madhubuti 
delivers a powerful and illuminating commentary on the state of affairs of the Black 
male, based on the culmination of some 11 years of writing and research that he hopes 
will “develop critical thinking and get people to solve a problem by using their minds, 
rather than just react.” 

Black Men presents a variety of poetic verses along with essays, interviews and bio- 
graphical sketches to paint a startling portrait of black manhood, black family and 
black male-female relationships. 

Born in Little Rock, Arkansas, Madhubuti grew up in Detroit and Chicago. He served 
in the U.S. Army in 1960-63.

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THE BREWERY PUPPET TROUPE 


These hip, witty and lovable high hand-and-rod puppets deliver a wide range of 
personas including some widely recognizable ones such as Michael Jackson, Prince 
and Tina Turner, thanks to the puppet wizardry of their creator Brad Brewer. 

Their current touring program includes Mufaro's Beautiful Daughters, the story of 
two sisters and their rivalry to become the king's bride. This dramatization, complete 
with a company of African dancers and musicians, was written by John Steptoe. In 
another performance titled Little Davis, the fictionalized childhood of Miles Davis is 
captured, and features jazz music. 

While still in college at Pratt Institute, Brad Brewer formed the Brewery Puppet Troupe. 
Since that time, they have been in great demand, appearing on television and at venues 
in the U.S., West Germany (performing a special entitled "The Crowations in Berlin”), 
and Japan; and have been featured in the motion picture, “Key Exchange,” starring 
Brooke Adams and Danny Aiello.

Shirley Caesar prematurely left college to help a needy family member, and that’s 
when she parlayed her singing talents into a gospel music career. She auditioned for 
Albertina Walker and won a spot in the Caravans, an all-female group responsible 
for shaping early gospel music. Caesar later left the Caravans forming her current 
performance troupe, Shirley Caesar and the Caesar Singers. 

Currently, Caesar has 25 albums to her credit and has become known for her storytelling 
style of singing. Her illustrious career touts such major accomplishments as five Grammy 
Awards, ten Grammy nominations, six Dove Awards and three gold albums. She was 
selected by Ebony Magazine as Best Female Gospel Singer in 1975 and she has won 
two NAACP Image Achievement Awards. 

Despite a hectic music career, Caesar also founded a ministry that conducts seminars 
on AIDS, cancer, crime prevention, teen-age pregnancy and family planning; she has 
become a City Council member in her hometown of Durham, М.С., and her sights 
are set on pursuing a degree in divinity.

Joe Williams is a musical virtuoso whose vocal dexterity permits him to switch from 
a soulful, romantic ballad to a swinging, bright up-tempo tune with ease. But the blues 
ballad is his forte. With the blues, Williams is able to reflect on his youth in Chicago's 
South Side, where he first heard and felt the music style. 

Born in Georgia, Williams became a Chicago transplant at three years old. In his 
teens, Williams made his move into popular music by asking band leaders on the South 
Side to let him sing with their orchestras. After honing his vocal skills with trumpeter 
Johnny Long, Erskine Tate and New Orleans clarinetist Jimmy Noone in separate bands, 
he joined Lionel Hampton's band and sang with fellow vocalist Dinah Washington. 
Finally in 1954, his big break came when he became the singer with Count Basie's 
band. The years that followed his work with Basie have now been noted in the annals 
of musical history. 

Today Williams has a profound desire to share his knowledge and background with 
newcomers, even as he continues to broaden his own.
